Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-5, 8-11, 13-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 3, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a light guide plate 
measurement apparatus having the first axis adjustment device comprising a first arm, the second 
axis adjustment device comprising a second arm, the arms being perpendicular to each other and 
each of the arms having a bulge at one end thereof; wherein the light source fixing device 
connects with the setting frame through the shaft, and is rotatable about the shaft, and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 3. Claims 4-5 are allowed by the virtue of 
dependency on the allowed claim 3. 

Regarding claim 8, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a light guide plate 
measurement apparatus having the first axis adjustment device comprising a first arm, the second 
axis adjustment device comprising a second arm, the arms being perpendicular to each other; 
wherein the light source fixing device connects with the setting frame through the shaft, and is 
rotatable about the shaft, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 8. Claims 
9-11 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 8. 
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Regarding claim 13, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a light guide plate 
measurement apparatus having the first axis adjustment device comprising a first arm, the second 
axis adjustment device comprising a second arm , the third adjustment device comprising a third 
arm opposite to the second arm, the first arm being perpendicular to the other two arms, and each 
of the arms having a bulge at one end thereof; wherein the light source fixing device connects 
with the setting frame through the shaft, and is rotatable about the shaft, and in combination with 
the other recited limitations of claim 13. Claims 14-15 are allowed by the virtue of dependency 
on the allowed claim 13.
